London, Jan. 1.—The Amsterdam cor- 
respondent of Renter's Telegram com- 
pany says that Emperor William, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Berlin, has 
sent the following New Year's address 
to the army, the navy and tho colonial 
troops: 
, 


"Comrades: 
Another year of severe 
fighting has elapsed. Wherever a supe- 
rior number of enemies have stormed 
our lines they have failed before your 
loyalty, and bravery. 
Wherever I have 
sent you into battle you have gained a 
glorious victory. Thankfully we remem- 
ber today, above all, our brethren who 
joyfully gave their blood in order to 
gain security for our beloved at home 
and imperishable glory for^ the father- 
land. 
What they have begim wo shall 
accomplish with God's graciou.s help. In 
impotent madness enemies from the west 
and east, from the north and south, still 
seek to deprive us of all that makes life 
Avorth living.

entire people, on the influence of their 
campaign of calumniation, which is as 
mischievous as it is malicious, they be- 
lieve they can still reckon.

(New York Mail) 


It is obvious from tlm utterances of 
Premier Asquith and Chancellor Holl- 
weg that tlie initiative for peacc -will 
not come from 
any of the warring 
countries. 
Thia is • natural and logical. 
It is also human. 


It is futile to expect England or Ger- 
many to sue for peace. 


The situation is rapidly becoming, 
if it is not already so, one in which the 
United States, as the greatest of neu- 
rtals, must accept the chief responsi- 
bility for the continuance of tho war. 


For Germany to sue for peace at this 
time would he national folly. 
As Holl- 
weg very truthfully points out, all the 
fortunes of war have oome to Germany. 
The weakness in her position is her iso- 
lation, and yet this, so far, has not 
seriouslj' affected the success of her 
arms. 


For the allies to sue for peace at this

what less than the normal. Tlie month- 
ly amoimts Mere neither 
greater nor 
less than the greatest and least month- 
ly values of previous years. 
The fre- 
quenc.y of precipitation, however, dur- 
ing February, May, July and September 
was somewhat

of 
the ordinary. 
February and .Tuly had more days with 
precipitation than any February and 
July of record. 


"The cloudiness was in e.xcess of the 
normal during every month of the year. 
There were considerably more than the 
usual number 
of 
rainy 
days, fewer 
foggy days and about the usual number 
of thunderstorms. 


"The year was remarknblj' free from 
high or destructive winds. The highest 
velocity during the year was at the 
rate of 44 miles per hour, and this ve- 
locity has been e.xceeded several times 
in the history of the local station."

All the agencies of the American gov- 
ernment have been set in motion to 
gather facts on the newest disaster, and

fact that 
Secretary Lansing and 
other officials today declined to com- 
ment in the absenoe of complete informa- 
tion, does not alter the crucial aspect 
\vhich this latest development has giv- 
en to the submarine controversy. 
The 
geueral view in official quarters

tlie disposition of the United States was 
sufficiently well known to Austria and 
the Ancona negotiations have been un- 
der way a sufficient length of time to 
permit instructions to reach the sub- 
marine.

¡conditions, James B. Forgan, president 
of the First National bank of Chicago, 
today said: 


"During the year 1915 the banking 
business of the country has been con- 
ducted 
under 
abnormal 
ronditionp. 
When the federal reserve banks opened 
for business on November 16. 
1014, 
something like $500,000.000 was re- 
leased to the national banks by the re- 
duction in their'legal reserve reqiiire- 
ments authorized by the federal resei-A-e 
act. 
This fund thus rleased 
becarae 
immediately available as the basis for 
a large expansion of banking eredit bnt 
an active demand for such credit did 
not then exist. 


"In an effort to diminish their sur- 
plus cash reserves thus creaied 
the 
banks commenced reducing 
their ,di?- 
rounts rates and pushing their bnsi- 
ess, but th© curtailment of imports and 
the enormous increase in exports due 
to the war threw the balanre of trade 
•with Europe very largely in favor of 
this coimtry and caused large importa- 
tions of gold wliich accninnhi^Pd 
in 
the banks. 
The 
stopping of the largv- 
expenditures bjv" American travelers in 
Kurope due to the same caupe also had 
the effect of kreping gold in the coun- 
try and adding to these accumulations.

Tn the Argonnes, Fiance, Dec. 16.— 
(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
yress).—"All aboard for Bagdad." Sudi 
was the humorous suggestion 
of 
a 
¡il)rightly German officer as the tiny en- 
gme on the Argonnea railway whistled 
for its departure. 


From the Argonnes to Bagdad is quite 
a stretch, even for the imagination, and 
yet, through the seemingly 
impossible 
constniction of a railroad 
through 
the 
French mountains, the Germans have in 
fact established a connection, more or 
l e s ^ direct, bill; nevertheless 
imbroken 
from the trench eg a t the front in the 
west to the Asiatic city of their Turkish 
ally. 


To build the Argonnes railway 
the 
Germans wept to an abandoned Frcnch 
niine, and from a depth of Bome 800 
meters 
resiirrected 
miles of 
truckage 
which at ho end of care and trouble hiis 
been laid on the surface, over land so 
swampy and difficult that the first train 
came to grief simpily through 
sinking 
into the ground. 


Tlius far two main lines have been 
constructed—ihe 
one 
95 
centimeters 
wide (37 inches) and the other 1.6 met- 
ers "Wide (38.5 inches). 
On the section 
nearest the actual front, benzol engines 
are used, because of their compartiva 
noiseleesness. 
Farther away from the 
trenches tiny steam engines draw the 
diminutive trains. 


The en|pne8 have art approximate ca- 
pacity of four cars—better perhi^ps, the 
rails and roq,dbeds can stand that niuch 
^^'eight without disappearing from ti^w 


—and are busy every iTour of the 24 in 
the transportation of troops, supplies, 
ammunition 
and 
when 
possible, 
wowided. 


Automobiles which have come to griet 
on the terrible roada of the Argonnes, 
have been rebuilt, and have been eqiiip- 
]-.ed with 37 or 38.5 gauge Avheels of 
steel in order that they may serve aa 
•'cars do luxe" for officers who have to 
travel 
from one point to another be- 
hind the front. 
The sight of officers 
lolling back 
in dismantled 
machines 
towed by diminutive locomotives invari- 
ably provokes, first merriment, and then 
admiration for the system that has lit- 
erally made something out of nothing 
and haii found a way to overcome the 
difficulties of the almost impossible Ar- 
gonnes roads. 


• These diflficultiea have been enormous.

the make-up box. 


It gives her more power to register the hu- 
man emotions, but it takes the roundness from 
her cheeks. 
It gives her poise, and rounds out 
her mental precepts—and 
It gives her 
more 
flesh and rounds out portions of her figure that 
she does not want rounded out. 


It gives her a broad outlook on 
life—and 
crow's-feet at the comer of her eyes that show 
up like tlie canals on the map of Mars, and 
wrinkles in the neck t h a t no amount of make- 
u p will hide. 
And having arrived a t a 
time 
when she could give the most 
finished 
per- 
formance of her career, she finds herself 
fin- 
ished, tied up In a package and dumped into 
the discard, or passed 
on 
to playing 
minor 
parts. 


The 
movlng-plcture 
camera 
is a 
merciless 
machine. 
The old-fashioned camera was . not 
overly kind to the ravages of age and the lack 
of beauty, but there was always the retoucher; 
this magician 
could rub the years from 
the 
countenance as a child rubs the marks from its 
Elate. 
Pie could plump out the sunken cheek, 
fill in the hollows under the eyes, perk up the 
listless corner of a sagging mouth, make th$ 
palm leaf ears snuggle up close to the head in 
shell-like coquetry, and has been known to give 
a dentrificial gleam to an otherwise 
toothless 
smile. 


Not so with the moving-picture camera. 
The 
little pictures are too small to be 
retouched, 
they have to go Just as they are made, 
and 
when they are projected on the screen they are 
magnified many hundreds of times. 
The tiniest 
wrinkle, the smallest worry scar no bigger than 
a single hair looks big in a "close-up." 


The "close-up" Is really the cause of all the 
trouble. 
If all were satisfied to see the movie 
heroines walk around in the picture In their 
rooms or in the gardens like other human be- 
ings, age would not be the ogre that it is, and 
45, with a little skillful rabbit footing and vio- 
let powdering, could go hand in hand with 20 
and no one be any the wiser. 


But the deadly close-up will not tolerate thi^ 
and the 
public will not tolerate the 
moving 
picture without the "close-up." 
"The "close- 
up" is the greatest etfemy of age. 


There 
is something 
strange 
in 
the 
desire 
that the public has 
to see these 
"close-up" 
pictures 
of 
the 
screen 
people. 
When 
one 
goes to the picture show he is not satisfied to 
see the villain do his hating at long distance; 
he must come right up in an intimate view 
that 
will 
show 
his 
features, 
working 
with 
deadly hatred for his rival. 
The public wants 
to see him hate with a cruel twist to his lips 
when he m'akes the golden-haired girl deliver 
"the papers" that will rob her of her birth- 
right and the rentals from the manor house. 


When "Imogene" imagines "Eugene" is false 
the public is not satified to see her stand 
at 
the garden gate and sigh as he goes by with 
another girl in his new mall order auto. 
"Imo- 
gene" must bring her face right up close, so 
the spectators can cry with her. 
The pearly 
tears must well up from her eyes and 
roll 
down 
her 
fair young cheeks, 
and 
the 
fair 
young 
cheeks 
must 
be 
free from paint 
or 
make-up, or the tears will make streaks and 
stripes that look like young irrigation ditches. 


"If some great inventor, some benefactor to 
mankind, will eliminate the "close-up,'* or in- 
vent a system of make-up that will defy the 
camera and stand the test of the close-up and 
not make the human face look like a white- 
washed fence after a rain every time the per- 
former cries a little, he would earn the ever- 
lasting 
gratitude 
of 
every 
moving 
picture 
player in the land. 


Make-up such a s is used on the regular stage 
cannot 
be used 
at 
all in 
moving 
pictures. 
Rouge that will put thb bloom of youth on the 
cheeks of 50 will show up a s sunken places 
In the moving pictures.* 


When make-up Is used the entire face and 
neck is covered with a yellow paste or powder. 
This photographs white a^d makes a 
softer 
picture, but It will not hide a solitary wrinkle. 
Many actresses 
use violet powder 
sparingly, 
and some who are very skillful paint the lips 
just a little. 


But the best way, and the way all the really 
beautiful women on the motion picture 
stage 
do, 
is to appear before the 
motion 
picture 
camera with skin free from everything. 
Only 
the perfect ones can safely do this. 


There are many theories and explanations of 
the conditions and the differences of the two 
forms of art. 
Some say that because the mov- 


ing picture drama has robbed us of the play- 
er's voice, we demand that beauty and youth 
take 
Its place—because we cannot 
hear 
the 
low . sobs of the broken-hearted girl who has 
loved not wifeely, but too well, we demand the 
close-up, that will show us the visible evi- 
dences of her grief. 


This much is tnie: 
Let a n actor be ever so 
old. and put the words of a great •j^riter in 
his mouth, and one sits entranced a t the utter- 
ance. and thinks not of the painted and be- 
wlgged 
appearance 
of 
the player; 
but 
talia 
that same actor and let him try to registei 
the same emotions with facial expression, with 
a face painted into the simulation of a mask, 
and one cries, "Thumbs dox<rn!"

Don't write scenes In your play that have irt 
direct bearing on the story.

the next ship, don't m^ke him have a vision of 
I big boat riding majestically o n 
the waveife 
unless—and here's a fine point to remember— 
the ship has already a p p e a r e d ^ n the picture^ 
Then, of course, you might use It again. If you 
think It would make the story better or clearer, 
but don't introduce a s big a thing a s a ship 
Just for the purpose of a vision alone.

Don't write a play with a plot similar to one 
you have just seen on the screen. 
If you have 
just seen a picture of a reformed burglar, don't 
send your scenario on the same subject to that 
studio. 
The very fact that they have used that 
kind of play makes 
that studio the 
poorest 
market in tho world. 
The producers do not 
want to have all their pictures on the same sub- 
ject. 
Some writers never seem to understand 
this simple fact. 
Your favorite magaslne does 
not publish stories on tho s a m e . theme, 
they 
are on the constant search for variety. 
So are 
the picture makers. 
If a director 
finishes 
a

more reason why he will welcome a change to 
a nice story of a preacher who gives' up thO:

Will Not 
Make Blank Discs for France. 


Washington, Jan. 
1.—The 
United 
States 
government 
will not manufac- 
turo blank discs at the mints for the 
coinage of France but it sees no reason 
why private manufacturers should not 
do 60, if they desire. 
This is the aub- 
stance of a ruling laid down by Secre- 
tary of State Lansing in reply to a 
communication 
from 
the 
Bernadine 
Bottle Cap company, of Evansville, Ind. 
This company learned tliat the French 
government 
desires to buy 2,000,000 
nickel discs in this country and has ap- 
plied to the state department through 
Representativo 
Lieb's 
office for infor- 
mation that would enable it to bid. 


Secretary 
Lansing, in a letter to 
Lieb, .says the French government de- 
sires to "buy 1,800 kilograms of nickel 
blanks weekly for si.v months or more 
to be coined' into twenty-five 
centimc 
pieces and wishes to have the discs 
made at the mints in the United States. 
The secretary of state Bays thát these 
discs would come under the head 
of 
"conditional 
contraband,' 
and 
adds 
"This department 
suggested 
to" tho 
treasury department tho refusal of the 
reqUcfit in order that the neutrality of 
tho United States iiiight not bo com< 
promised by the government 
manufac- 
ture of articles of contraband." 


He adds, however, that this contract 
could be lllled by private concerns in 
the United States'without any violation 
of 
neutrality.

The chemist's conquests In science have been 
transmuted 
into 
means 
of 
destruction 
and 
slaughter. 
Nitrocellulose, 
first 
used 
to 
heal 
•wounds and to advance photography, is essen- 
tial in making smokeless powder and loading 
torpedoes. Phenol, which revolutionized surgery, 
became one of the most fearful explosives when 
It was discovered that nitration turned It Into 
picric acid. And with other discoveries the proc- 
ess has been not dissimilar. 


Paradoxically, the war abroad put a stop to 
organized research into the greatest 
problem 
«OW confronting the world of science, solution 
of which would have been of value equally great 
In peace and in war—the problem of lévitation, 
or overcoming the force of gravitation. 


The French Government had endowed an in- 
stitute for the study of this question along elec- 
trical lines, but its experiments were summa- 
rily checked when the war began, partly on ac- 
count of the expense, partly because the serv- 
ices of the scientists were needed 
elsewhere 
m o r e imperatively. 


But a recent statement of Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, inventor of the telephone and a re- 
nowned physicist, has renewed Interest in the 
problem, for Dr. Bell declared that the world is 
on the eve of an electrical discovery of which It 
: .has not hitherto dreamed, and there is much 
curiosity as to whether he referred to lévitation, 
if this is what Dr. Bell meant, it is not improb- 
able that the great war in Europe will be fought 
,.at the finish not with explosives, but with elec- 
tricity. 


This, It Is true, Is not precisely undreamed of 
by the world, but that we should ever overcomn 
the earth's attraction for material objects has 
been a matter of such extreme doubt. Actuall.v. 
We know nothing more about the law of gravi- 
tation than did Newton, who discovered it when 
he saw the apple fall from the tree. We know, 
as he did after some experimenting, that 
square of the velocity of a falling body is equal 
to twice the distance it falls multiplied by the 
time in air. 


It is a matter of universal experience that all 
over the earth a heavy body falls to the ground, 
straight toward the center of the earth. 
We 
know that two bodies of unequal weight fall 
>vith equal rapidity, unless it Is so light as to be 
Effected by the air pressure. We Know every 
body attracts every other. 
Sir Isaac Newton 
learned that. We have not in centuries passed 
his ken. 


ï:xperiments toward lévitation, however, are 
, based on the fact, common enough, that a piece 
of steel may be magnetized and demagnetized 
by the use of electricity. And this led to the 
hope that through the use of thia subtle and 
inysterlous "fluid force" all gravitation might 
be demagnetized. It was with electricity that 
ihe French scientists were experlmentlngr. 


Should success crown such efforts, the aero- 
plane, the Zeppelin and the balloon will be rele- 
gated to the limbo of t!ie forgotten. There 1« no 
reason why, with a suillclent supply of oxygen. 
Interplanetary travel misht not become possible, 
ïf It was this to which Dr. Bell referred, mar- 
vels Indeed await this or some coming genêra- 
Uon. 


Nicola Tesla, Inventor of the wireless tele- 
phone, is a man w h o s ^ r e a m s have a way of 
poraing true. Perhaps he can help you out with 
your speculation a s to what is the wonderful 
Invention of which Dr. Bell spoke.

record. 


"There were some monthly abnor 


malities in monthly mean temperatures 
notably for tho months 
of February, 


April and August. 
The report .con- 


tines: "The February and:April mean 
temperatures were the highest February 
and April means of record, and that of 
August tho lowest 
August 
monthly 


mean of record. 
The annual extremes 


of temperature did not exceed tha high 
and low tcmpertaurcs of former years. 


The annual precipitation was some- 


what less than the normal. The month- 
ly amounts were neither greater nor 
less than tho greatest and least month- 
ly values of previous years. 
The fre- 


quency of .precipitation, however, dur- 
ing February, May, July and September 
was somewhat

of 
the ordinary. 


February and July had more days with 
precipitation than any February and 
July of record. 


"The cloudiness was in excess of the

"The year was remarkably free from

sia, with possible loss of American lives,

between

States and the Teutonic powers into a 
new danger. 


Coming almost at the hour when sat- 


isfactory adjustment of the delicate sit- 
uation was at hand by Austria's ac- 
ceptance of the cardinal points of the 
American demands in the Ancona case, 
this new element threatens to compli- 
cate affairs with Austria as thorough- 
ly as the destruction of the Arabic, fol- 
lowing so closely the Lusitania ex- 
changes, brought on a renewed crisis 
with Germany. From such incomplete 
information as was at hand today the 
two situations are regarded as almost 
parallel. 
H was generally presumed 


in official circles that, as was the case 
in the crisis with Germany, the Aus- 
trian admiralty and the Vienna foreign 
office are working at cross purposes.

(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated 


Press).—"All aboard for Bagdad." Such, 
was the humorous suggestion 
of 
a 


sprightly German officer as the tiny en- 
gine on the Argonnes railway whistled | 
J'or its departure. 


From the Argonnos to Bagdad is quite 


a stretch, even for tho imagination, and 
yet, through the seemingly impossible 
construction of a railroad through the 
1'rcnch mountains, the Germans have in 
fact established a connection, more Of 
k-ss direct, but nevertheless unbroken 
from the trenches at the front in the 
west to the Asiatic city of their Turkish 
slly. 


To build the Argonnes railway the 


Germans went to an abandoned French 
mine, and from a depth of some 800 
meters resurrected miles of trackage 
which at no end of care and trouble has 
been laid on the surface, over land so 
swampy and difficult that- the first train 
came to griof simply through sinking 
into the ground. 


Thus far two main lines havo been 


constructed—the 
one 
U5 centimeters 


wide (37 inches) and the other 1.5 me.t- 
ers -wide {3S.5 inches). On the Section 


j nearest the actual front, benzol engines 


j are used, because of their compartive 
j noiselcssness. Farther away from the 


j trenches tiny steam engines draw tile 


diminutive trains. 


The engines have an approximate ca- 


pacity of four cars—better perhaps, the

These difficulties have been enormous. 


Rainy weather has been the rule rather 
than the exception, in the Argonne? for 
months, and it has been a gigantic task 
to keep the roads—rutted by supply 
trains and ammunition columns and ar- 
tillery—from degenerating 
into mere 


bogs. The task of maintaining regulai 
and workable communications with'the 
extreme front has been unbelievably 
hard.

iiEAT' military Inventions two for 


the most part coma from civilians, 
not from warriors. 
If military 


men had been left to their own 
devices, probably the war abroad 


•would be fought out with the bow and arrow 
rather than the forty-two centimeter siege 
Eun, for all the history tells us to the contrary. 


The chemist's conquests In science have been 


transmuted into means of destruction and 
slaughter. Nitrocellulose, first used to heal 
wounds ami to advance photography, la essen- 
tial In milking smokeless powder and loading 
torpedoes. Phenol, which revolutionized surgery, 
became oniipf the most fearful explosives when 
!t was discovered that nitration turned It Into 
picric acid. And with ottipr discoveries the proc- 
ess has been not dissimilar. 


Paradoxically, the war abroad put a stop to 


organized research into the greatest problem 
Jiow confronting the world of science, solution 
of whk'h would have been of value equally great 
In peace and in war—the problem of levltatlon, 
or oveivoinlni; the. force of gravitation. 


The French Government had endowed an In- 


Etitute for the study of this question along elec- 
trical lines, but Its experiments were summa- 
rily checked when the war began, partly on ac- 
count of tho expense, partly because the serv- 
ices of the scientists were needed elsewhere 
taore imperatively.1 


But a recent statement of Dr. Alexander Gra- 


ham Bell, Inventor of the telephone and n. re- 
nowned physicist, has renewed interest in the 
problem, for Dr. Bell declared that the world is 
on the eve of an electrical discovery of which It 
has.not hitherto dreamed, and there IB much 
curiosity as to whether he referred to levitation. 
If this is what Dr. Bell meant, it is not improb- 
able that the great war in Europe will be fought 
at the finish not with explosives, but with elec- 
tricity. 


This, It Is true, Is not precisely undreamed of 


by the world, but that we should ever overcome 
the earth's attraction for material objects has 
been a matter of such extreme doubt. Actually, 
we know nothing more about the law of gravi- 
tation than did Newton, who discovered it when 
he Saw the apple fall from the tree. We know, 
as he did after some experimenting, that '.he 
square o£ the velocity of a falling body is equal 
to twice the distance it falls multiplied by the 
time in air. 


It Is a matter of universal experience that all 


over the earth a heavy body falls to the ground, 
straight toward the center of the earth. We 
know that two bodies of unequal weight fall 
with equal rapidity, unless it is so light as to be 
affected by the air pressure. We know every 
tody attracts every other. Sir Isaac Newton 
learned that. TV: have not in centuries passed 
his ken. 


Experiments toward levltatlon, however, are 


based on the fact, common enough, that a piece 
el steel may be magnetized and demagnetized 
by the use of electricity. And this led to the 
hope that through the use of this subtle and 
mysterious "fluid force" all gravitation might 
be demagnetized. It was with, electricity that 
.the French scientists were experimenting. 


Should success crown such efforts, the aero- 


plane, the Zeppelin and the balloon -will be rele- 
gated to the limbo of the forgotten. There la no 
reason why, with a sufficient supply of oxygen. 
Interplanetary travel might not become possible. 
If it was this to which Dr. Bell referred, mar- 
vels indeed await this or some coming genera- 
tion. 


Nicola Tesla, inventor of the wireless tele- 


phone, Is a man whose dreams have a way of 
coming true. Perhaps he can help you out with 
your speculation as to wh^it Is the •wonderful 
Invention of which Dr. Bell spoke. 


"It will not be many decades," he said, "be- 


lorc we can ring up Mars or Venus. I base ray 
assertion on the success of transcontinental and 
transoceanic telephony. Then we can talk with 
persons—for I am satisfied Mars Is inhabited— 
with whose appearance we are In Ignorance, 
.whose very exlsten** has been considered by 
many scientists a myth. 


"Jly demonstrates In Colorado Springs as 


long ago as 1893 demonstrated not only that tel- 
egraphic signals could bo sent across the globe 


(as I had predicted seven years before), but that 
the faintest modulations of tha human voice 
could bo-impressed upon tho planet as a whole 
and so reproduced at any point. Irrespective ol 
distance. 
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it is not improbable that the great war in .Europe 


will be fought at the finish not with explosives, but with 
electricity." 


"This theory will be worked out successfully 


Within the very near future. Then we shall have 
tho 'world-system' telephone. Then we will call 
up any subscriber on any other continent on the 
glote. A little later win come the Interplanetary 
system. 


"Another step soon to be taken will be picture 


transmission by ordinary telegraphic methods 
and with instruments already in existence. The 
idea of telegraphing or telephoning pictures Is 
not by any means new, but practical difficulties 
have hampered commercial realization. Many 
Improvements of great promise have been made, 
and there is every reason to expect that success 
will soon be achieved. 


"Think of this in the detection of escaped 


criminals. There are a dozen ways in which It 
can be made of invaluable service to mankind. 


"Another valuable novelty will be a type- 


writer electrically operated by the human voice. 
This contrivance will do away with the stenog- 
rapher and typist, and mean a great saving of 
labor and time in offices. 


"Many municipal Improvements, based on tho 


use of electricity, are about to be introduced. Wo 
are soon to have everywhere smoke annlhlla- 
tors, dust absorbers, ozonlzers, sterilizers of 
water, air, food and clothes, and accident pre- 
venters on streets, elevated roads and In sub- 
ways. It will become next to impossible to con- 
tract disease or to get hurt in the city. Country 
folk will go there to get well and rest up. 


"But we have only broken ground in the ap- 


plication of electricity. Far greater wonders are 
In store for us." 


Tcsla would rot guess at what Dr. Bell had 


meant by his prophecy.

sied seemed enough. If all that this, the master 
dreamer, the man whose dreams come true.

Applying Electrical 


Energy, Bell Asserts 


\ LAN SULLIVAN, writing In the No- 
" vember Harper's on "One Hundred 
Tears Hence," said: 


"It is, then, reasonable to assume that 


our period Is but a link in a chain—of 
•which one end is still in clear view and 
the pther is on the knees of the gods. 
The deepest minds hold that a pro- 
digious advance is still to be made, 
that we are only on the threshold of 
electrical development. 
In a recent 


letter to the writer, Dr. Bell, the in- 
ventor of the telephone, the electrical 
physicist, the interpreter of the dumb, 
states: 


" 'I may say that we are only at the 


beginning of the application of elec- 
trical energy, and an application of it 
will soon appear that has hitherto been 
undreamed of by the world.' " 


To what marvelous discovery or in- 


vention could Alexander Graham Bell, 
referred to by Mr. Sullivan, have re- 
ferred? 
Dr. Bell lives in Washington, 


but when he was asked to elaborate the 
statement made in this letter he de- 
clined to discuss it. 


correct, the world will hold its breath with won- 
der for the next ten years. 


It Is not unreasonable to assume that In time 


our urban electric lines—and Interurban, too— 
will bo run on single rails, with gyroscopes as 
stabilizers. In this way much greater speed Is 
possible, even at less expense for power. But it 
Is hardly likely that Dr. Bell referred to this.

For many years efforts have been made to re- 


duce the amount of hea£ generated In producing 
light The heatlcss light is yet to be discovered, 
and It Is remotely possible that it was to this 
Dr. Bell referred. The story IB a commonplace 
one of the man who went to sleep with an In- 
candescent bulb between his tenderly embrac- 
ing feot and woke to flnd the bed afire. The 
story Is true. But, It rauat be admitted, the elec- 


trlo light is abyut as far as we havo gone, for 
evferyday use, toward the heatiess light. 


The value of such, an invention, or discovery, 


would be its economy. Ever}' partlclo o[ heat 
thrown off from a light, however little it may 
contribute to comfort in winter, costs money. 
You pay for it, whatever the season. If a light, 
similar In general character to tho incandescent 
bulb, but not heat-producing, were found, it 
would mean a saving of millions of dollars an- 
nually to the householders of the United States 
alone. 


It might be possible, by the application oi 


electricity, to proMiiL-e synthetic rubber. Thli 
lias, it is true, been producc-J. even for market- 
able purposes, but never In satisfactory form.' A 
true synthetic rubber, possessing the qualities 
oC the article now used in our vehicle tires, elec- 
trical apparatus, even ir. the little elastics wa 
cmv'loy daily in our offices, would mean a fat 
greater total saving than heatiess light, and a 
yavinc: almost as widely diftusca. For rubber IS 
,1 costly product, as every automobile, user will 
testify. And tho cruelties formerly practiced

dry day, develops the same amount of elec- 
tricity. 
Beyond being ornamental, a sort of 


semiprecious stone, as it were it haa been of 
no use to the world. 


The old Greeks believed it came from tho 


tears of the sistars of Phaeton, who wept into 
the sea, and their tears were petrified into am- 
ber. 
However, modern science declares It ia 


the fossilized gum of trees of past epochs. Tho 
most Important beds arc on the Prussian coast 
of the Baltic Sea. 
There are mines near tho 


coast, and the amber often is picked up on Iho 
coast, especially after heavy storms. It also 
is collected from masses of seaweed. 
It Is 


found, however, on every continent. In Amer- 
ica much of it is found on the coasts of Mary- 
land and Massachusetts.
